This 
matter continued to receive attention during this period 
with a new attorney being appointed to : ©place RONALD WALKER, 
who had rocelved a Federal appointment. The new man was 
named DANIELSON, and said to have been formerly an Asslatant 
United States Attorney in Los Angeles, (SF T-3, 2/15/57*) 

As of March 26, 1957, a hearing had been held in the 
case, at which time ANDREW ARTUKOVICH had denied doing what 
he had been acoused na claimed that all the deeds 

had been done In the heat of war. (SF T-3, 3/26/57.)
